Rebels Abandon Armed Conflict; Refugees Return

ernment of Chad and the rebel forces in the south of the 
country, is just now being implemented. Since this 
morning, half of the 14,000 Chadian refugees in the 
Central African Republic have begun the journey home. 
[passage omitted] We spoke to Dr. Mbayong (Malloum), 
a close colleague of Moise Kette, former minister and 
one of those who signed the Bangui Agreement. 


[Begin recording] [(Malloum)] We have been promised 
by the UNHCR [UN High Commissioner for Refugees], 
who will be aided by the European Community, that all 
the refugees who wish to go home will receive significant 
help toward their resettlement. The return of the 7,000 
who have decided to go home is part of the second 
Bangui Agreement. 


[Correspondent Assane Diop] Does this return also 
mean that guarantees of peace and safety are now 
airtight between the party of Moise Kette—who has been 
minister of environment and tourism since 13 April— 
and the government of Chad? 


[(Malloum)] Yes. Our movement will no longer operate 
as a rebel force out in the countryside. Our movement 
has become a political party, and from now on we will be 
fighting in the political arena, not with weapons. We in 
the Committee of National Revival for Peace and 
Democracy consider that the Chadian Government is in 
fact following and applying the Bangui Agreement. Both 
sides aspire to a lasting peace, so that we can never again 
return to internecine quarrels. [end recording] 


League Condemns Beating of Politician by Army

light of humen rights organizations. After Amnesty 
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International, which we will come back to in a while, it is 
now the turn of the Chadian Human Rights League 
{LDTH] to denounce the beating up of opposition leader 
Antoine Bangui, during an awareness tour in the south of 
the country. Rene Dilayombiri reports from Ndjamena: 


[Begin Dilayombiri recording] Antoine Bangui is cer- 
tainly the first opposition party leader to be officially 
attacked in Chad. Antoine Bangui, a former top 
UNESCO official, and current leader of the Movement 
for the National! Redress of Chad, was severely beaten up 
by members of the regular Army led by the commander 
of the SAKOL [expansion unknown] detachment in 
Logone Occidental Region in the south of the country. 


Antoine Bangui and his companions on this awareness 
campaign were molested to such an extent that they were 
temporarily incapacitated for two weeks. Antoine Ban- 
gui, the opposition party leader, had nevertheless all the 
necessary administrative clearances. The LTDH believes 
this act of violence smacks of excesses tending toward an 
authoritarian system in Chad. The LTDH even believes 
that some of these violent practices may increase with 
the upcoming electoral campaigns, especially the presi- 
dential one. The LTDH, which has just issued the 
communique, has demanded that those responsible for 
these acts be prosecuted and brought before the courts. 
These, however, are ordinary recommendations in Chad 
which are not given any importance. [end recording] 


I was speaking a while ago about Amnesty Interna- 
tional’s accusations against Chad. This human rights 
organization has just published a report in which it 
denounces human rights violations by Chadian security 
forces which are responsible, according to it, of the death 
of several persons despite the assurances given by Idriss 
Deby upon his arrival at the Presidency of the Republic. 


In a telephone interview by Joseph Mboundou Boundou 
with Acheikh Ibn Oumar [member of the National 
Consultative Body for Unity and Peace], Oumar says the 
action of these organizations is beneficial but fears that 
this image will crystallize the idea that Chadian soldiers 
are the people’s executioners. Let us listen to him: 


[Begin Oumar recording] We are concerned about the fact 
that it could reinforce the common opinion that the 
Chadian Armed and Security Forces are the executioners 
of their own people, which is false. The founders of our 
movement include Colonel Mahamat Garfa who is the 
former chief of staff of the Chadian National Army, [ANT] 
and we know that the ANT, the National Gendarmerie, 
and the National Police are very respectful of the Repub- 
lican laws. They are aiso victims of ethnic discrimination, 
and social misery like the ordinary citizens. The abduction 
of opposition leaders abroad, and political assassinations 
are in fact acts that are regretted by the head of state, and 
counterchecked by him outside the normal hierarchy of the

Officials Visit Kibeho; 27 Suffocate in Prison

international communities. Let us hope that matters will 
be settled once and for all following the visit to Kibeho 
this morning by the Rwandan authorities, and the cov 
sular and diplomatic body accredited in Kigali. 


Concerning Kibeho, we have learned through our Butare 
colleague, Gerard Mbanda, that 27 people died in the 
prison of Rusatira commune due to lack of oxygen. Four 
others were found dead on the road leading to Kibeho, in 
(Uye) commune. 


According to our colleague, Gerard Mbanda, the people 
of Butare Prefecture say they are tired of seeing mili- 
tiamen walking in their prefecture, and have decided to 
hand them over to the authorities. As 2 result, 137 people 
have been arrested in Ngoma commune, 417 in Runy- 
inya commune, 37 in Nyaruhengeli commune, and 20 in

Bizimungu Announces Inquiry Into Massacre

teur Bizimungu, his ministers, UN officials, and human- 
itarian organization officials returned to the camp at 
Kibeho this morning. The Rwandan head of state indi- 
cated that the truth about last Saturday's [22 April] 
massacre in the camp, which held several hundred 
thousand displaced people, would have to come out. He 
said doubts have to be dispelled. He has made a gesture 
in this direction with the announcement that an inde- 
pendent commission of inquiry would be set up. Chris- 
tophe Boisbouvier was there. 


[Boisbouvier] [passage omitted] Pasteur Bizimungu said: 
We wish to prove our good faith to you. Since the 
controversy over last Saturday's events is still con- 
tinuing, we agree to the setting up, within the coming 
week, of an independent commission of inquiry com- 
prised of U.S., British, French, and Belgian representa- 
tives, among others. We are ready to exhume all of the 
bodies before your eyes so that an accurate count of 
victims can be made. [passage omitted] However, there 
is a very important question still to be answered: Will all 
the bodies be recovered? As you know, according to 
some sources the bodies of a number of unfortunate 
people were thrown into septic tanks. The question has 
just now been asked at a news conference, and Pasteur 
Bizimungu replied that he expected every effort to be 
made to find these now infamous latrines, but that for 
the moment he was aware of 338 bodies that had been 
buried, and which are now ready to be exhumed. 
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[Announcer] Christophe, what are the authorities 
intending to do about the diehards who remain in the 
central buildings of the camp at Kibeho? 


[Boisbouvier] [passage omitted] There is nothing new on 
that at the moment, but there was an astonishing scene this 
morning, just after the setting up of the independent 
commission of inquiry was announced, when Interior 
Minister Seth Sendashonga, accompanied by several dip- 
lomats, entered the building in which 2,000 people have 
taken shelter. The conditions there are atrocious. There are 
dead bodies, there are heaps of rubbish, and excrement is 
everywhere. The minister went inside, in his suit, with a lot 
of diplomats. You can image the atmosphere. He tried to 
convince the people to leave, promising they could return 
to their villages under international scrutiny. But he still 
did not guarantee them safe conduct, which they are 
demanding. This provoked a great commotion in the 
central courtyard of the building, with women leading the 
protest. Only a few of the refugees agreed to have their 
names put on the list, and all of the others refused. They 
seem determined to stay in the camp. The government is 
not about to yield on the question of whether they might be 
arrested if they are implicated in last year’s genocide. To 
give you an idea, the interior minister compared these 
2,000 recalcitrants to the several hundred members of the 
sect in Waco. 


[Announcer] Thank you, Christophe. Still regarding 
Rwanda, 28 detainees died of asphyxiation in a prison in 
Rusatira, in the southwest of the country, according to 
UNHCR [UN High Commissioner for Refugees]. Three 
hundred prisoners were being held in a narrow cell, and 
soldiers freed them immediately after the tragedy 
occurred. 


President Requests Funding for Inquiry

wants the truth about the 22 April events in Kibeho to be 
known, so that people do not give whichever toll they

The president of the Republic asked the UN Assistance 
Mission to Rwanda [UNAMIR] mission officer com- 
manding those on guard at the time of the incident to 
come and point out where the UNAMIR buried the dead 
people, and the commander of our forces to show us 
where his men buried other people. The president said it 
is an unpleasant task which needs tolerance. Whatever 
happens, all the people will be exhumed so that we can 
count them. That has been done. The burial places have 
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been located, and the bodies have been exhumed and 
counted. It is clear that there were 338 bodies. 


After this the president asked anybody who might know 
where people might have been buried to point out the 
places, adding that that was why his delegation and he 
are in the area. He said that they will not leave the place 
until all questions have been answered. Nobody came 
forward to locate other burial places. [passage omitted] 


In order to unearth the truth on the Kibeho events, the 
president of the Republic announced the setting up of an 
independent commission charged with pursuing the 
matter, and carrying out a satisfactory and thorough 
investigation. He called on rich countries to assist the 
commission financially, and to even send their represen- 
tatives. He expressed hope that the United States, 
Canada, Britain, France, the Netherlands, Germany, 
Belgium, and the representative of the OAU will send 
representatives to the commission, and support it finan-

Jose Ayalo Lasso is currently in Australia, 
with UN Secretary General Butrus Butrus Ghali on a 
mission which has also been used to persuade the Aus- 
tralians to reconsider their decision to withdraw their 
troops currently deployed in Rwanda in the framework 
of the UN Assistance Mission in Rwanda [UNAMIR]. In 
Kibeho, the Australian troops are complaining of having 
stood by without being able to react to the massacre 
carried out in the camp. For Jose Ayalo Lasso. the 
United Nations on the spot is not responsible for a 
situation which it regards as being extraordinary and if 
he condemns the Kigali government, he does not plan 
sanctions against it. Jose Ayalo Lasso in Sidney 
answered questions from Joanne Sutton: 


{Begin recording] [Lasso] You will understand that this 
tragedy has nothing to do with the action or lack of 
action of the international community. These are things 
that happen because of the circumstances that the 
country finds itself in. 1 was in Rwanda myself three 
weeks ago, and I visited the Kibeho camp. I was there, 
and there was nothing to hint at such a tragedy. But the 
means to prevent the situation from deteriorating are 
most of all in the hands of the Rwandan people and the 
government of Rwanda. 


[Sutton] But Mr. Ayalo Lasso, you say that three weeks 
ago no-one could see that the situation was going to 
deteriorate, but we know that there were thousands and 
thousands of people who had taken refuge in this camp. 
So this made the situation rather explosive. There was 
talk of 80,000 people there. 
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[Lasso] Yes, yes. As we know also that there are consid- 
erable numbers of people in the refugee camps in Zaire. 
That is the nature of the situation in Rwanda at the 
moment. It is a country which underwent a terrible 
tragedy last year—the genocide—and which is trying to 
get out of the trauma caused by the genocide which killed 
more than 500,000 people. So things in Rwanda are not 
normal in the sense that we know them in our peaceful 
countries. They are absolutely extraordinary things, and 
this is a situation which has to be judged with [word 
indistinct] and knowledge of the reality that the country 
is faced with. 


[Sutton] But the UNAMIR was there in Kibeh... Why 
couldn’t the UN buffer force do anything? 


[Lasso] UNAMIR has a clear mandate, one given by the 
UN member countries. UNAMIR Acts within the limits 
of this mandate, and I repeat that the mandate was 
decided by the UN member countries. In consequence, 
the responsibilities have to be clearly established. It 
cannot do anything other than what it has been autho- 
rized to do by the UN member countries. 


{Sutton} Don’t you think that perhaps the mandate 
should be modified? 


[Lasso] Its capabilities for action do not included using 
weapons in the framework in which UNAMIR is in the 
camps. 


We tried to do everything possible, and I can assure you 
too that the members of the human rights operation | am 
in charge of in Rwanda have tried to give the necessary 
cooperation to avoid the tragedies. But it was not possible. 


[Sutton] Do you roundly condemn the Rwandan Gov- 
ernment? Is it going to be punished? 


[Lasso] In fact, the government wanted to close the 
camps. The government’s reasons for closing the camps 
are not bad ones. They could not agree to there being 
camps of displaced persons within the country, which at 
the same time were centers from which acts of sabotage 
against the government were committed. After all, they 
wanted to destabilize the government. 


But the means used to do this were means that ended up 
with this massacre, this huge number of people killed, 
which must be condemned, which cannot be justified. 
To try to clese the camps by force was certainly a 
mistake, a regrettable mistake. 


[Sutton] I repeat my question: the European Union and 
other western countries have condemned the massacres. 
Some of them want to reconsider their aid to Rwanda, or 
the presence of their soldiers. Is the United Nations 
going to punish the Rwandan Government, and distance 
itself from the government? 


[Lasso] What deserves to be condemned must be con- 
demned. You cannot close your eyes to a reality which is 
not positive. But what you also have to think about is 
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that we have undertaken to give help to a people which 
finds itself in extraordinary circumstances, and you have 
to understand that we cannot become discouraged. We 
must continue to give assistance and, in my opinion, my 
operation, the human rights operation, will remain there 
to work for human rights as much as possible. 


[Sutton] So how can Rwandan justice be made credible? 


[Lasso] The reestablishment of justice, of the adminis- 
tration of justice, in Rwanda is a priority in the technical 
assistance program which the international community 
wants to develop in the country. But you have to 
understand that the magistrates and the people who 
worked in the courts and the justice administration 
system were decimated during the genocide, so there is 
no way to hold trials for the moment. That is why 
international assistance is needed if we want to restore 
the justice system. I am not going io play down the 
primary responsibility that falls to the government and 
people of Rwanda to reestablish their own justice 
system, but you have to realize that the international 
community has committed itself to cooperating with 
them, and I think it must continue to cooperate. My 
office is now giving technical assistance along these lines, 
and I hope that in May we will have the chance of 
announcing some specific programs. So, of course, there 
has to be a credible justice system. [end recording]

common border. The claim is therefore nothing but an 
illusion. 


Let it be known, therefore, that the Government of 
Kenya is not [so] desperate as to resort to the use of 
Rwandan, Sudanese, and Ugandan nationals to protect 
our sovereignty, people and property. This arrangement 
is not known to Kenya, and it should be known that the 
Kenyan troops are in the barracks. 


In conclusion, the government wishes to reiterate that it 
has not, and will not interfere with the internal affairs of 
any country, including Uganda. 


Further, the Government of Kenya would not wish to be 
unnecessarily dragged into confusion that may be 
existing in Uganda, as evidenced by the contradictory 
statements attributed to the National Resistance Army, 
NRA, and the Uganda police as carried in the press. 


In this connection, Kenyans are advised to ignore this 
cheap, sensational, malicious, and divisional [as heard] 
propaganda, but instead continue with their normal 
social [and] economic activities.

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On relations with aid agencies, the president said that 
although the WHO assisted the government with medi- 
cine when the civil war broke out, aid agencies are yet to 
adhere to government directives regarding their opera- 
tions. The president had said that aid agencies have 
either to adhere to government administrative directives 
or pack their bags and leave. 


On communications, the president said his government 
is seriously committed to establishing a gocd communi- 
cations network in the country whereby residents will be 
able to communicate easily. He added that the govern- 
ment development budget will be utilized equitably, and 
that the national budget is for the use of the whole 
country, not individuals. 


The president of the Republic of Somaliland told the 
deputies that if anyone is in doubt about any particular 
issue he should seek further clarification from parlia- 
mentary committees or summon the minister concerned 
for further details. The president said there is a need for 
cooperation between the government and parliament in 
order to hasten the achievement of the desired goals.

Government Condemns Rwandan Camp Massacre

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Can you outline the major 
achievements of the Government of National Unity in the 
last 12 months? 


Some of the achievements are quantifiable and others not. 
But before I deal with them, I have to remind you that 
throughout the runup to the election, | made the point over 
and over again that we want to better the lives of our 
pe ~ple. And I gave details of what we mean by that— 
creating jobs and building houses, schools, hospitals, 
clinics, bringing electricity and fresh water to the people, 
building sports stadiums and places of entertainment. 


But I kept on saying that to address these basic needs is 
not something that can be achieved overnight. It is going 
to take months or even five years. 


To start with unquantifiable achievements, we have 
brought about peace and stability in our country. We 
have created a friendly trading environment. We have 
created an investor-friendly environment. 


We have started free medical services for children under 
seven and for pregnant mothers. We are feeding five 
million school children since January this year. We have 
introduced free education for Grade | and next year we 
will include Grade 2. The year after next Grade 3 up to 
Standard 10. 


We are bringing in water in rural areas where they have 
never had clean water. In Moretele, for example, two 
months ago we introduced water projects where more 
than 250,000 people in seven villages will have clean, 
healthy water for the first time. 


In Weenen we have introduced a land reform scheme 
where large numbers of people are now returning to the 
land they were driven away from. 


What we are hampered by is the lack of infrastructure. 
For example, there are not sufficient hospitals. There are 
not sufficient clinics, not sufficient doctors and nurses, 
not sufficient medicines. So although people have taken 
advantage of this scheme, the queues are too long. So we 
have to establish this capacity, this infrastructure, before 
the schemes that we have initiated can actually benefit 


the people. 
What are your disappointments? 


The fact is that we do not have this infrastructure—and 
you inust understand that for tiis project to take off 
nationally, there must be a great deal of planning. 


The greater part of this year has been spent on planning 
delivery—and we are taking the attitude that without the 
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community taking the responsibility for the payment of 
services, it is going to be difficult for the RDP [Recon- 
struction and Development Program] to deliver. There 
musi be a reciprocity. People must undersiand they have 
to pay for services. 


I have been discussing with Jay Naidoo (Minister 
responsible for the RDP) ways of co-ordinating with the 
poliiical organisations to launch a systematic and con- 
certed campaign to bring to our people’s attention the 
importance of paying for services. 


In spite of government's achievements, people would like 
to see more visible evidence of delivery in two critical 
areas—housing and job creation. 


We have met this view—but at the same time I have 
been encouraged by the patience and understanding of 
our people. You don’t say something which you cannot 
implement. 


We have already started very constructive schemes in 
regard to the building of houses and the introduction of 
electricity. Apart from buiidings which we have started, 
we have started schemes where the government is giving 
people R15,000 [rands] to buy land and build houses. 


We have arranged with banks to provide loans for people 
who are getting about R15,000 income or less a year. 
This has led to the proliferation of housing schemes 
where people are now building their own houses. 


This task requires a great deal of planning before people 
can see visible evidence that this programme has taken off. 


General lawlessness, route bleckades and unrest at ter- 
tiary levels—what are the causes and how can these be 
addressed? 


These incidents are regrettable—but we must deal with 
the situation. Dealing with the students first, they have 
genuine grievances which require serious and urgent 
attention by the government. The question of fees is a 
serious problem. It is common knowledge that I have 
been asked by a number of universities in my individual 
capacity, before I was president, to assist. 


There is the question of the transformation process (at 
universities). Some tertiary institutions are reactionary 
and do not want this transformation process to go on as 
speedily as possible and students have genuine com- 
?laints in that regard. We have also defended the right of 
everybody to protest because we ourselves, as a libera- 
tion movement, have used the right of protest as one of 
our most powerful weapons. 


Where we have put our foci down is where people use the 
right of protest to commit crimes, to destroy property, to 
litter the property witiy rubbish, to take hostages. to 
interfere with the rights of other students who don’t agree 
with the protests and to interfere with their right to study.

I have made it clear that we will not allow criminal 
activity and I have given a warning to the students to 
refrain from this. 


I have seen a large number of student organisations, 
Sasco [South African Students Congress], COSAS [Con- 
gress of South African Students], PASO [Pan Africanist 
Students Organization], Azasm [Azanian Student Move- 
ment], Azasco [Azanian Students Congress], and I have 
told them: I ain giving you the opportunity to refrain 
from crimiaal activity. Carry on with your protest. Make 
your deruands. We sympathise with them because we 
understand that this is a demand which is genuine—but 
refrain from criminal activity. 


Their leaders are aware that their organisations have 
been penetrated by criminal elements and they them- 
selves have started condemning them and isolating and 
sidelining those groups. 


What about the behaviour of the police? 


The police also have genuine grievances. I raised these 
during the runup to the elections: that the working 
conditions, the salaries of policemen, both black and 
white, are absolutely scandalous. 


We wani to raise their wages and improve their working 
conditions. But what I will not tolerate is police commit- 
ting crimes in the course of their protests—and what 
happened in my own village when the police there 
decided to surround the city, block entrances and exits 
from the city and even humiliated a fellow like King 
Ndamase (Tutor), the former president (of Transkei). 


However much we condemned the bantustan system, he 
is the king, this is the man who was president. He wanted 
to go to hospital and he had to go through this blockade 
and they refused. 


He said: Do you know who I am? They said: We don't 
care who you are. Nobody is going to go through. | then 
ordered [Safety and Security Minister Sydney] Mufa- 
madi as well as [Police Commissioner] George Fivaz as 
well as Joe Modise, (minister of defence) and George 
Meiring (chief of SANDF [South African National 
Defense Force]) and I said: You must put up a unit 
now—and it must reach Umtata today. You must put 
down that rebellion by force. If you have to use live 
bullets, use them. And these policemen shot first and 
they (the army) fired back and killed one and suppressed 
the demonstration. 


I am prepared to use that firmness wherever people 
commit criminal acts in the course of their protests. 


On the question of political violence, you understand 
how sensitive the matter is. We are planning strategies to 
put an end to people wanting to ride into power on the 
corpses of innocent individuals. But we have to make 
sure that when we make the final move, we are able to 
contain the thing and to crush it. Because behind these 
hit squads, and there is information on this, there are 
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very important political figures in various organisations 
and, regrettably, even my own organisation and we have 
to be evenhanded when we do move to arrest people. 


What can central government do to untie the Gordian knot 
over international mediation? 


This is not a matter for central government, but for 
political organisations. This agreement was concluded 
by three political organisations: Inkatha, the National 
Party and the ANC. We are in favour of mediation. We 
want to honow that agreement. But we must know what 
it is that we have to mediate about. 


There is a difference, a discrepancy between the Inkatha 
Freedom Party on the one hand and the National Party 
and the ANC on the other as to the terms of agreement. 
As far as we are concerned there is not as yet a deadlock 
because we have not been able even to identify the terms 
of reference. 


Take for example the fact that his majesty King Zwe- 
lithini, though he did not put a signature to it, was an 
integral part of this agreement. Now he says he does not 
see the need for international mediation. We cannot 
ignore that. 


We also agreed that the province of Natal would draw up 
its Own constitution and accommodate many of the 
demands like the position of the monarch and the 
powers of the province. We asked them to draw up that 
constitution—and they have not done so. 


Why is it necessary to have international mediation 
when many of these points can be addressed in that 
constitution which we have allowed that province to 
draw up? You can see there are genuine problems which 
must be sorted out before we can think in terms of 
international mediation. 


An atmosphere must be created which ensures that 
negotiations will be successful and to that we should all 
contribute. No organisation is entitled to say: I am 
coming today, I am going tomorrow. We can’t allow that. 


What if they pull out? 


Well, we hope they will not. We will do everything to 
avoid that. But if we make what we consider to be 
reasonable demands and people decide to use force, to 
use intimidation—so be it, so be it. 


Big business complains that our labour force is underpro- 
ductive—while workers complain about poor wages. How 
can we bridge this source of friction? 


Black workers have genuine grievances because they see 
their white counterparts earning bigger salaries than they 
get for the same job and working under better conditions 
and they are perfectly entitled to agitate for the improve- 
ment of their conditions, and to strike where their 
employers turn a deaf ear. 
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There seems to be apathy about the local government 
elections. 


This is nothing to alarm us because tl.is is the position 
throughout the world. Even in the old industrialised 
countries local government elections do not provoke the 
same enthusiasm as national elections. 


A perception exists among our people that these local 
elections are intended to topplc the government and I 
had to go around the country to say I have ordered these 
elections to take place. I can’t order elections to over- 
throw me. 


In the urban areas, the momentum is picking up. In the 
rural areas we are dealing with a leadership which is "~* 
well versed with the conditions in the countr's . 
Ur‘ess we involve traditional leaders, the camp» <i: in 
the countryside will not take off. I have seen five °°s or 
paramount chiefs and all of them are willing to « C 
that local government elections take place as smoothiy as 
possible. But what they are unhappy about is that they 
have been sidelined. 


The fact that registration is picking up destroys that 
perception (of no confidence in the government) and the 
enthusiasm of traditional leaders also indicates that that 
is not the position. 


Mbeki Says ANC’s Eventual Break-Up Inevitabie

into opposing ideological tendencies—but not before 
transforming the country into a nonracial society, says 
Deputy President Thabo Mbeki. 


In an interview with The Star on the eve of the first 
anniversary of South Africa’s [SA] democracy, Mbeki 
said the disintegration of SA’s main partner in govern- 
ment would not take place until certain responsibilities 
had been discharged. Key among them would be the 
deracialisation of SA society. 


Mbeki, widely tipped to succeed President Nelson Man- 
dela, drew a distinction between Mandeia’s generation of 
ANC leaders which had liberated the country and his 
(Mbeki’s) own generation which had the task of trans- 
forming society. He would not put a time frame on his 
prediction, but said there would be significant progress 
within the next 10 years. “Then the ANC as this broad 
movement will begin io identify itself in terms of dif- 
ferent schools of political thought.” 


Mbeki denied his handling of the Winnie Mandela affair 
and the ANC’s “populists” was an attempt to keep the 
ANC together at all costs, or that he was repaying debts 
to certain constituencies. 
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While he supported ridding the ANC of corrupt ele- 
ments, he was concerned about “serious divisions within 
the ANC, because then you turn inwards and engage in 
battle against one another and you cannot carry out the 
function of transforming the country”. 


Mbeki said years of work within the ANC had ensured he 
had strong links to all possible constituencies. Mbeki 
has, however, had to beat back challenges from other 
prominent ANC leaders, among them the late Chris 
Hani, ANC secretary-general Cyril Ramaphosa and to 
some extent Winnie Mandeia. 


Were Hani alive today Mbeki said, the two of them 

would have been co-operating. Mbeki hinted he and 
Hani had once formed a “good guy- bad guy” team. Hani 
vould unleash a radical statement to “shake the regime” 

and Mbeki would follow with a statement repudiating 

Hani. Mbeki’s intervention would limit the damage but 
lve message would be quite clear. 


Mbeki also told of a meeting with Ramaphosa, who was 
also tipped as a possible deputy president shortly before 
President Mandela named the first post-apartheid Cab- 
inet. “What I discussed with Cyril was the need to act in 
such a way which did not result in conflict and tensions 
within the movement.” 


On his involvement in the Winni> Mandela saga, Mbeki 
said “it was not a very pleasant situation for anvbody. 
One is used to situations of tension and confli.! and 
while it wasn’t pleasant... well, the job has to be done”. 


Mbeki was also assigned the task of dealing with the 
IFP’s [Inkatha Freedom Party] demand for international 
mediation. For Mbeki this was the continuation of a 
longstanding dispute with IFP leader Chief Mangosuthu 
Buthelezi. 


He spoke of the bust-up between the ANC and Inkatha at 
a seminal encounter in London in 1979. “We had agreed 
about everything—about the armed struggle, about sanc- 
tons, about the need to unite the broad liberation 
movement.”’ However, Buthelezi had betrayed the 
ANC’s confidence by divulging details of their 4iscus- 
sions and reneging on decisions, he said. 


“There were two problems: One was the breaking of the 
confidence and the manner that was done and the 
second, the position that was then taken which was 
contrary to what was agreed with regard to everything, 
armed struggie, sanctions. So everybody said ‘What kind 
of animal is this?”

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[FBIS Transcribed Text] [Du Preez] Minister Buthelezi, 
welcome to Agenda. The IFP [Inkatha Freedom Party] 
very nearly did not take part in last year’s elections. If 
you look back at the last 365 days do you think now that 
it was the right decision to participate? 


{[Buthelezi] Well, I don’t think that I can say it was the 
right decision, I mean, what has happened, but I think 
that it was most fortunate for the country and for all of 
us that the decision was taken. 


{Du Preez] In your own interests? 


[Buthelezi] It may not have been in my political interests 
insofar as I did not have time to campaign at all. It was 
four days before the elections. The political campaigning 
that I had to do just in four days. So from a political 
point of view it was not in my interest, but I do believe 
that it was in the interest of South Africa. 


[Du Preez] Would it be unfair to say that you have not 
always been a very enthusiastic member of the govern- 
ment of national unity? 


{Buthelezi] Well, in fact I didn’t want to participate in 
the government of national unity and in fact the matter 
was put to the National Council, what was then called 
the Central Committee, and it was actually the Central 
Committee of the IFP that said that my duty was to go 
into the government of national unity. 


{Du Preez] Have you found the balance between being in 
government and being in opposition? 


{Buthelezi] Let me put it this way Mr. Du Preez, that I 
regard myself as being in loyal opposition because Mr. 
Mandela is the head of my government and therefore I 
am his minister, but at the same time I’m in this 
enforced coalition with him and his party and I am 
opposed ... [pauses] you know we are opposed to each 
other and yet at the same time we must work together in 
the interest of the country. 


[Du Preez] Is that very difficult? 


{Buthelezi] It is very difficult. It is a very stressful thing I 
must say, very stressful indeed because if you take into 
account the fact that not all the things that you raise 
objections to are regarded—you'll find that although cab- 
inet decides normally on the basis of consensus, that in this 
case we are the minority party. In a situation like that when 
it is not even a party that is the majority party, when you 
find yourself that your word often is just disregarded and 
you find that majority rule operates on the basis that there 
is consensus. So that’s a very difficult thing. 


{Du Preez] What would you say were the major achieve- 
ments of the government of national unity in the last 
year? 


{Buthelezi] I honestly think, Mr. Du Preez, all South 
Africans can be proud of the fact that, you know, we 
have just completed a year now and that in fact that we 
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are facing, I believe myself, what I can call the right 
direction because as far as what we can do for our people, 
I mean all the things that are meant to be done for South 
Africans through the RDP [Reconstruction and Devel- 
opment Program], which is the policy now of the gov- 
ernment which all of us support, and also some of the 
initial things that have been done in fact to underscore 
that direction, such as the feeding scheme for children 
for instance and also the free medical care that people 
who attend antenatal clinics get. I think that’s a very 
good beginning. 


[Du Preez] If you had to write a report card on President 
Mandela, wiiat would that report card say? 


[Buthelezi] That report card from me would say, well 
done, in the circumstances. 


[Du Preez] You’ve told me about the achievements of 
the government. What do you think were the biggest 
mistakes in the last year? 


[Buthelezi] Well, I think that the rhetoric in the first year of 
the majority party in government was rhetoric that prom- 
ised people heaven on earth, you know, some kind of El 
Dorado. And I think that, of course, in reality we cannot, 
you know, meet the expectations of the people because the 
rhetoric promised them heaven and you can’t deliver 
heaven to the people. So I think that was a mistake on the 
part of the majority party in this country. And I would also 
say that from the point of view of us as partners, I don’t 
think that they’ve been able not to treat us with disdain 
because of their numbers. In Parliament itself 1 think we 
are treated with ultra-contempt and I think that, of course, 
to crown it all I think the breaking of the undertaking, the 
fact that they have not fulfilled their undertaking to 
mediate, for us to go for international mediation, I think 
has been the biggest mistake of all because in a stroke it has 
sort of undone confidence that I would say I have in the 
government of national unity. 


[Du Preez] We'll come back to mediation. You have a 
very high regard for President Mandela but you seem to 
be spoiling for a scrap with Deputy President Thabo 
Mbeki. 


{Buthelezi] Well, he’s put into this difficult position, Mr. 
Du Preez, by the president himself who regards him as 
some kind of fire extinguisher of his, some kind of Mr. 
Fix-it, and of course on the issues that he has been asked 
to fix he has really been very inept. Mr. Mbeki is a very 
competent and intelligent person whose ability I hold in 
very high esteem, but in fact as far as performance is 
concerned I have been very, very disappointed by his 
performance insofar as he has dealt in matters in a 
trivialized matter that are not trivial at all as far as 
matters concerning us are concerned. First of all, I'll tell 
you that on the 22 December last year we came up to 
Pretoria with amakhosi [chiefs] led by the premier, Dr. 
Frank Mdlalose, and we raised some important things 
which can really ensure that we have stability in this 
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country and the president then asked Mr. Mbeki to 
attend to that, to see the king, for instance, because one 
of the exceptions we took was the fact that some of the 
ministers here like [Safety and Security] Minister Mufa- 
madi and others were overflying the premier, were 
overflying the KwaZulu Government, were overflying 
the minister of su.cty and security in KwaZulu and 
dealins, directly with our king, deploying soldiers from 
Pretoria and policemen in KwaZulu, and that was a 
serious matter. Then the president then gave instructions 
to Mr. Mbek’ to attend to this. He has never came back 
to us, and similarly on this issue of mediation he actually 
phoned me on the 3 March from Washington and asked 
me that I should please, together with our leaders, speak 
to our delegates at conference the following day, not to 
deal with the matter in such a way that his efforts to take 
it forward should be sabotaged by our attitude. And what 
does he do when he returned? When he returns Mr. 
Mbeki just sits there. He stays put and he’s as mum as 
ever and he doesn’t do anything about it. He goes to 
Holland after that, you know, until I wrote him a letter 
reminding him, you know, that ... [pauses] about the 
telephone conversation and only then he wrote a letter 
which was so sarcastic and so full of disdain only 
surpassed by a subsequent letter which he wrote again, 
full of dissertations. 


{Du Preez] Apart from Mangosuthu Buthelezi, the min- 
ister of home affairs and leader of Inkatha, there is also 
a Mangosuthu Buthelezi, private citizen. If you put that 
hat on what would you say about our society today? 


[Buthelezi] Honestly, I would say Mr. Du Preez that the 
transformation of our society, sometimes I have to pinch 
myself and say am I dreaming? Insofar as you know, in 
all the decades that I have lived on the planet earth, more 
than 60 years that I have lived here, I really can’t believe 
that this is South Africa that I can go anywhere, you 
know, without being conscious of my color, that I can go 
to dinners wearing my dinner suit without fearing that 
I'd be mistaken for a waiter, you know, and many other 
things like that which really indicate to me that there has 
been a transformation. 


[Du Preez] Do you see any red lights flashing in our 
society today? 


[Buthelezi]} Well, the red light is the high crime rate in the 
country. In fact I’ve just been at a meeting of the 
Committee on Intelligence and Security, and we are very 
concerned about the high crime rate in this country. I 
think that is a serious threat in itself and the fact that 
there is so much unemployment. Those to me are the 
flashlights that are flashing for us. 


[Du Preez] Some of the other leaders in Parliament say 
you are a petulant and unpredictable politician. What 
would you say to that? 


[Buthelezi] Well, I think that I'm the most patient 
politician on earth insofar as, in faci I let people in 
Parliament, you know, to do all sorts of things to me, in 
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fact to the extent that my members get more angry than 
I do myself. Now it is of course in politics part of the 
style of politicians generally to demonize other people by 
saying one is petulant. I mean in all the issues, Mr. Du 
Preez, that I have raised in this country, in the last three 
or four decades, I have always been proven right at the 
end of it. For instance, I said that the issues in South 
Africa would be solved through negotiation when it was 
not popular to say so, when it was not romantic to say so, 
and in that I was proven right. I said that sanctions 
would destroy the economy of this country and cause 
suffering for black people and that has been proven. Now 
I am saying that there should be more powers for regions 
in this country if we want peace, and I think I'll be 
proven right again. 


{Du Preez] Another sticky one: People say that whenever 
Inkatha does not get its way it threatens violence. 


[Buthelezi] Well, actually this is the interpretation. I 
mean if a person said to you, Mr. Du Preez, I have just 
been outside and I see there are gathering clouds and 
there’s going to be a storm, don’t you want me to say 
there’s going to be a storm? Do you? So I mean people 
will always twist deliberately—we don’t even have arms. 
We have never had a private army, unlike some parties 
in this country. I mean for us violence has never been a 
romantic thing. We don’t have Umkhonto we Sizwe 
[Spear of the Nation—ANC military wing] and things 
like that. I don’t see why people should say that. 


[Du Preez] Will you settle sir, for anything less than 
international mediation? 


[Buthelezi] Well, I don’t think so because I think that was 
a promise that was made, because you see now Mr. Du 
Preez, if I could settle for anything less it would mean to 
say that even the constitution of the country can be 
written, you know, in high-flown language and that you 
know it can just be, you know, broken, because I can 
never take either President Mandela’s word or Deputy 
President De Klerk’s word anymore. And that is not a 
situation I desire. So clearly, I would like to say that they 
are men of integrity, which they are, and that I trust 
them. If there is no mediation I can nevi r trust them nor 
can I trust a constitution that is written b, such people. 


{Du Preez] And will you abide unconditionally by the 
outcome of such mediation? 


[Buthelezi] I am glad, you know, Mr. Du Preez that you 
asked that question because mediation is not arbitration. 
It isn’t as if the international mediators are going to 
come to South Africa and tell us how to run our country. 
It’s a question of them making recommendation on 
issues we discussed between ourselves. 


[Du Preez] What does that mean when we do get a 
mediated position? Do we negotiate that again? 


[Buthelezi] No, no then we discuss that among ourselves, 
between ourselves, between the parties concerned. 
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{Du Preez] Lastly, Mr. Minister, what are your ideals 
and dreams for our society in the next year, our second 
year of democracy? 


[Buthelezi] I really wish that we could reach a position, 
Mr. Du Preez, where our children can really be in 10 
year’s time, reach a point where there is more or less free 
education for them. I think this is a sore point and I see 
this as an issue if you take into account the problems and 
reactions that we have had from all tertiary ... [pauses] 
most tertiary institutions. It is actually a threat to peace 
itself, so I would like in 10 year’s time to see us actually 
fulfilling the wishes of so many young people by getting 
them to get a free and compulsory education. 


[Du Preez] Thank you Mr. Buthelezi. 
{Buthelezi] Thank you.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] Durban April 27 SAPA—More 
than 20,000 Inkatha Freedom Party [IFP] supporters 
marched to Durban City Hall on Thursday [27 April] 
with a memorandum accusing the government of “‘flout- 
ing” the constitutional principles under which the new 
constitution will be written. 


The memorandum, addressed to President Nelson Man- 
dela, said the African National Congress’ published 
constitutional proposals ‘flout these principles as if they 
did not exist’. “It seems clear your party will seek to 
emasculate the provinces just as was done by the apart- 
heid regime.” The memorandum also raised again inter- 
national mediation and the powers a new constitution 
would allocate to the provinces. An agreement on inter- 
national mediation was signed between the IFP, the 
ANC and the National Party on April 19 last year. But 
the IFP has accused the ANC and National Party of 
reneging on the agreement simply because “it does not 
suit you to honour it”. 


The memorandum was handed to Regional Police Com- 
missioner Brig Irvine Kitching on Thursday by IFP MP 
and security chief Velaphe Ndlovu, after which the 
marchers headed back to their buses at Curries Fountain. 
A small group of youths broke away from the main 
march near Durban station, running ahead and shouting 
slogans as they waved traditional weapons, causing some 
pedestrians and motorists to panic and flee. Police 
reported no other incidents during the march. 
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Speaking after the march, Mr Ndlovu said if the government 
continued to ignore the IFP’s grievances it would reject the 
final constitution and present its own constitution. The IFP 
withdrew its participation in the constitution-making pro- 
cess on April 8 until the impasse over international media- 
tion was resolved. Mr Ndlovu told a press conference the 
IFP was “alarmed” by Mr Mandela telling a television 
interviewer he would not allow his opponents to choose “‘the 
battleground”, that he would choose it himself and was 
“supremely confident of victory”. 


Mr Ndlovu alleged the ANC/South African Communist 
Party/Congress of South African Trade Unions alliance 
had decided .o re-activate its self-defence units with the 
help of its armed wing Umkhonto we Sizwe [MK—Spear 
of the Nation]. Detailed plans were being worked out to 
render KwaZulu/Natal ungovernable, he claimed. Mr 
Mandela’s statement confirmed the ANC was prepared to 
destabilise communities in the province, Mr Ndlovu said.

[Second delegate] I think that within this period of six 
weeks, we will be able to finish printing but you will 
recall that the chairman never mentioned specific time 
this morning because we don’t know when exactly the 
printing of this draft constitution will be ready. 
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[Third delegate] This time around, a lot of the things will 
go into printing. So, we don’t know exactly when they 
will finish. So, when they finish they will call us. 


[Fourth delegate] Even when we are on recess, the CDC

report before six weeks is over. 


[Fifth delegate] We don’t want a situation where we will 
say we will come back in two weeks tinie or three weeks 
time, and you know Nigerians, people will start talking, 
you know.

Also attended by the minister of state for petroleum 
resources, Dr. Kabiru Chafe, Chief Etete, also made 
reference to workers of the Port Harcourt refinery. He 
said the other reason being advanced by such employees 
of the Nigerian National Petroleum Corporation to go 
on a strike action was for the upward review of their 
conditions of service because of the relief package 
approved for civil servants nationwide. The minister 
criticized the action being contemplated by the workers, 
drawing attention to the hardships Nigerians were sub- 
jected to during last year’s fuel crisis. 


[Etete] The most serious consequence of this recurrent 
strike actions is that the government has to dip into its 
limited foreign earnings to import petroleum products at 
an exorbitant price. This importation, in effect, amounts 
to patronizing other countries that may not necessarily 
be friendly nations. 


[Okondo] He said government was addressing the issues 
of the detained staff of the Kaduna refinery, adding that 
those found wanting for various offenses will not go 
unpunished. He said inasmuch as the welfare of oil 
sector workers is paramount to the ministry, their aspi- 
rations cannot be treated in isolation of others in the 
country. Moreover, Chief Etete said NNPC employees 
enjoy generous conditions of service, and with its review 
last year gave them a 100-percent increase across the 
board for salaries and certain allowances. 


[Etete] The important point here is that already for 
workers in a corporation there is a procedure in place for 
negotiating and renegotiating their conditions of service. 
To sidetrack this procedure and resort to tricks and 
blackmail is absolutely unacceptable to the government 
and people of this country. 


[Okondo] The minister said government is aware of the 
desperate involvement of local and foreign interests to 
destroy the economic lifeline of the nation. He declared 
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government's readiness to deal with such forces but 
appealed to all Nigerians to contribute to the security of

Strasser Announces Plans for National Conference

[FBIS Translated Text] Freetown, 27 Apr (AFP)— 
Captain Valentine Strasser, Sierra Leonean head of state, 
today announced in Freetown that a consultative 
national conference will soon be convened to examine 
the process of returning power to civilians in 1996. In a 
televised address to the nation marking the 34th anni- 
versary of the country’s independence, he also urged all 
organizations wishing to take part in the general clec- 
tions, slated for the end of this year, to register with the 
Interim National Electoral Commission. This call was 
interpreted by diplomatic observers as an implicit lifting 
of the ban on political parties, in force since the 29 April 
coup that broughi the military junta to power. 


The head of state disclosed that a national reconciliation 
committee will soon be set up to consider the issues that 
led to the country’s four-year old civil war, which has so 
far caused the deata of 10,000 people. He passionately 
appealed to the rebels of the Revolutionary United Front 
[RUF] to call off the armed struggle and “join in the 
electoral process.”” “The government is prepared to 
observe an immediate cease-fire and begin talks without 
any preconditions,” he asserted. The RUF has so far 
conditioned the opening of talks to the withdrawal of 
Guinean and Nigerian troops fighting alongside govern- 
ment troops against the rebel movement. 


President Strasser’s address was delivered at State 
House, where a huge security contingent made up of 
tanks and men armed to the teeth was deployed. for fear 
of a rebel attack during the occasion. No incident was 
reported in the capital, but the RUF this morning 
launched a raid on a religious training center belonging 
to the Swiss Methodist Church near Port Loko, 60 km 
northeast of Freetown, which was abandoned by its 
occupants two weeks ago. The Army hit back with 
intense artillery fire, and one of its spokesmen declared 
that this attack posed no “direct threat to the town.” No 
activities have been planned in the capital to mark the 
third anniversary of the coup which toppled General 
Joseph Momoh and brought Capt. Strasser’s military 
junta to power. 
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
